Tho 
beat forms of Iho apparatus nro worked by 
electriuftl agoncy, and M. Dobrayeux, ill 
France, has just iuvontcd an iiuprovoiuoiit 
by which tho objuct of tho ringing is indi- 
cated. The arrangement is vury simple. 
Under caoh number of t);o indicator there ia 
u board with u list of tho nioro eoiinuou 
rotjuirjiiicuta in hotels, and an iudox-ueedle, 
moving ;ip and down, stops itt tho proper 
ouo; nt tho sumo time a boll riugw till the 
domestic comes and ro-.tores tho uoedlo to its 
starting-point.
